Mr. Chamberlain m Favor 
of Universal Suffrage. 

FORTY PER CENT. OF THE ADULT MALES 
STILL WITHOUT VOTES. 



The following are ex t routs from the 
speech of Mr. (Jlmuiberlain at Bir- 
mingham on June 1.'?, which caused so 
much excitement in England: 

In 1858 Mr. Bright told un that 
live out of six uf ihe adult males of 
the kingdom had no voles. How do 
you think the matter .stands now! 
Five out of ei^ht are in that position. 
(Cries of "Shame.") Four millions of 
nien are called upon to perform all tho 
duties of citizenship, and to bear ail 
its burdens. These men are excluded 
from all participation in the political 
rights of freemen. (CI e is. ) Well, 
this wrong, of course, is greatest in tin; 
counties in the Burghs with a popu 
lation of tifteen millions 1 ,8.10,000 are 
electors; in the counties with a popu- 
lation ot twcniy millions only 1,200, 

000 have votes. In ihe Inirirlis the 
proportion is one in eight. In the 
counties it is one in seventeen. Now, 
why is this distinction made! Can it 
he pretended that the population of 
the counties is more turbulent, is more 
dangerous to society and State— (laugh- 
ter and "No.") — than we are in town? 
(Loud cries of "No.") All experience, 

1 think, points to an opposite conclu- 
sion. When revolutions do come they 
begin in the towns, and not in the vil- 
lages. (Hear, hear.) 

INJUSTICE OK PRESENT FRANCHISE. 

It is not the agricultural laborers 
who are alone, or even chiefly con- 
cerned in this reform. In every coun- 
try town which is not a parliamentary 
borough, and in the suburbs of all our 
large towns which are admitted to the 
franchise, there is a population of or- 
derly and industrious men who are to- 
tally unrepresented. They are the 
same in character, in class, in social 
condition, as the men who are en- 
franchised. Why are they excluded! 
By ft geographical accident they are re- 
fused the rights which are conceded to 
their fellows. As I go home to night 
from this hall I shall pass through 
crowded streets, between linos of 
houses extending almost to my own 
door. They are inhabited by an ener- 
getic and intelligent class of .small 
tradesmen and artmans. There is no- 
thing in the buildings, nothing in the 
fa OPS of the population, to indicate 
unit, at some point in this continuous 
line of streets 1 shali pass an invisible 
line where political rights cease and po- 
litical exclusion begins. ("Shame.") 
The men are practically the same as 
those who have the vote in this burgh. 
Why should they be still excluded from 
all participation in making the law* 
which they are expected to obey .' 
UNFAIR REPRESENTATION". 

In lSub' Mr. Bright told us 
one-sixth of the electors returnee 
half of the House of Commons, 
this moment in 1883 one fifth of the 
electors do the same. The difference — 
minute and practical differenei — be- 
tween one-fifth and one sixth repres 
ents all we have gained in that res 
pect in the course of live-and- twenty 
years, and that inclines me to say that 
it is time for us to begin again. 
(Cheers.) J won't trouble you with 
many figures. Let me give you one or 
two only, .which are very simple and 
which can he easily remembered. I 
am not going to deal with exceptional 
eases. 1 will take a large population, 
and a population of six millions — 
greater than the population of Belgium 
and man)' European countries, great- 
er than the population of Canada or 
our Australasian colonies. This pop 
ulation of six millions in the United 
Kingdom in 8T> counties, returns \3f> 
members. A similar population 
of exactly the same number in 
".17 boroughs, returns 290 members; 
and a third population, also of six 
millions, who reside in 16 great con 
stituencies, only returns 3(1 members. 
("Shame.") The last of these six mill 
ions has only one-eighth, the political 
power which is conferred upon the 
six millions in the other boroughs, it 
is only about one fourth the political 
power which is conferred upon the six 
millions in the counties. Do vou not 
think the time has come when we may 
repeat the words of Mr. Bright, and 
when we should strive to substitute a 
real and honest representation of the 
people for the fraudulent thing which 
is called a representation now I 
TIIL WORK OK THE K I" TURK. 

Let us try to make au eflbrt to put 
the representation of the people on a 
surer basis and a safer foundation. 



Now, shall we put the dots on the "i's"! 
(Laughter.) What do we want? We 
want, in the first place, suffrage from 
which no man who is not disqualified 
by crime or the receipt of relief, who 
is expected to fulfil the obligations of 
a citizen, should be excluded. (Cheers.) 
i We want equal electoral districts- (re 
1 (newed cheers) — in order that every 
vote may have erpial value — (hear, 
! hear)— and we want, I think, pay- 
ment of members — (cheers)- -in order 
i that every man who has the capacity 
to serve his count ry, who has honest v 
and intelligence, and who is elected 
for the purpose by his fellow-country- 
men, shall not be excluded for want of 
means. That is what we want; 
What we shall get is a different mat- 
ter. (Laughter.) We may have once 
more to take a composition. (Kenew 
cd laughter.) But, mind, under my 
bill we won't give the debtor his dis- 
charge. (Cheers and laughter.)

Edison transmitted speech over a line

in I'orsia to Tiflis; and liOO miles in .Spain 
1 Australia and other places where the at- 
mosphere is dry and pure. In England 
| wo have not been able to work through 
! such long circuits, owing to the wetness 
' of the atmosphere; but Mr. Van Ryssel- 
bergho, the ingenious chief of the me- 
teorological observatory at Brussels, has 
telephoned from that city to Paris, a dis- 
tance of 215 miles; and this while the 
sume wire was carrying simultaneously an 
ordinary Morse telegraph mossago. By a 
peculiar disposition of his apparatus, Mr. 
| Van Itysselberghe spoke to Paris by tele- 
' phone without any interference from tho 
I Morse signals that wore traversing tho 
i identical wire at tho same time.

VICTORIA AS A SUMMER HE- 
SORT. 

A further discussion of the subject of 
Victoria aa a summer resort needs no 
apology ,*os ■ tho object is an eminently 
priwticable - one, but if it did, the ready 
responso it seems to havo met with, aa in- 
stanced by the excellent letter which ap- 
peared in yesterday 1 morning's issue, 
might serve that purpose. When C:es- 
nr's army mutined, he declared the tenth 
legion (who wore no better than the rest) 
would go with him to the end of tho 
world, whereon the whole army cried out 
that they would goto. In the former 
article, the "rising generation" was merely 
referred" to as a sort of "tenth legion," 
and it is pleasant to find that t\o present 
generation are so ready to forestall their 
successors, in the march of improvement. 
The subject of making Victoria an attrac- 
tive city to stiangers is a very compre- 
hensive ono, but the success of any effort 
made to bring about bo desirable an ob- 
ject may be said to bo almost h -unr^iitood 
by its natural advantages. There is ono 
defect in the laying out of the eity which 
is to be regrettod, and that is the absence 
of any public squares or small parks with- 
in its limits, which are common in other 
cities, and which serve as a convenient 
resort for ladies and children when moro 
distant means of outdoor exercise are not 
desirable either on account of the weather 
or other reasons, and it only remains to 
say that tho way in which those places ara 
frequented is the best evidence of their 
utility and necessity. With parks outside 
the city wo are magnificently supplied. 
Few cities can boast of a finer public park 
than Beacon Hill and the same may be 
said of Hyde Park, Cedar Hill, which 
lies in another direction, and presents a 
picturesque expanse of ninety five acres, 
and lastly there is the Gorge which is un- 
rivalled for its beautiful scenery and 
boating facilities. If any organised effort 
wero made to promote the object in view 
our park system would doubtless come 
under consideration, and the want of 
pleasant grounds within a shorter dis 
tance of the centre of the city, would pro- 
bably bo supplied by the establishment 
of botanical gardens such as are seen olso- 
whore. As to the question of hotel ac- 
commodation Home effort is already being 
made, and among the buildings erecting 
for this purpose, the one occupying the 
tine marine site out at Rithotville, oppo 
site the new Victoria wharf must not be 
forgotten. Another matter which there 
has yet been no attempt to approach in 
Victoria is that of public baths, although 
our harbor presents an excellent sheltered 
locality for a floating bath which might be 
constructed at comparatively small ex- 
pense. The subject of hack regulations 
especially as to tariff of fares, is a most im- 
portant one, as where theBO do not exist, 
there is always a natural tendency to 
charge strangers at the highest rates, a 
policy which is at onco annoying and 
shortsighted. Last, though not least, wo 
como to tho inauguration of a proper 
system of drainage and though our na- 
tural advantages of situation and climate 
allow us to take great liberties, in its ab- 
sence, no city can for any length of time 
bo thoroughly sweet without it, and it is 
to bo hoped that some member of pres nt 
city council will yet distinguish himself 
by at least attempting to ventilate tho 
subject. It may also be observed that 
even tho principal streets of tho city are 
not kept with that neatness which they 
ought to be, not only are the gutters often 
encumbered with obi packing boxes and 
other rubbish, but tho street sweeper is an 
institution yet unknown, though the ad- 
vent of his broom would go a long way 
towards giving tho city a tidy appearance 
at a moderate outlay. Although there is 
much to accomplish, fortunately the case 
admits of progressive improvement, but 
with sufficient and suitable hotel accom- 
modation, and clean and tidily kept 
streots, much might be left to natural en- 
dowments to produce a lasting and agree- 
able impression on strangers, and to con- 
vince capital and enterprise that it will 
pay to moke Victoria an attractive city. 

Black Jack and His Friends. 

To the Editor; — I have read " A Mi- 
nor's" piteous appeal to the public on be- 
half of poor Black Jack. It is most effec- 
tive, especially where the writer picturos 
the anguish of the poor fellow's friends 
in Iowa, who are impatient to enfold 
their unfortunate relative in their arms 
and provide for him to the end of his 
dayu. But, sir, I submit that tho anguish 
of their relatives cannot be very keen if 
they hesitate to back it up to the extent 
of jmOO) all that stands between them and 
seeing tneir " .lack." If they are finan- 
cially able to support him for the remain- 
der of his days, they surely ought to be 
able to provide a sufficient sum to pay 
part of his fare to Iowa and not throw 
the whole burthen on the public revenue, 
which has been already severely taxed to 
sustain the unfortunate man since his 
committal as a lunatic.

He was the fust city attorney, 
drew up tho first city charter of that city 
and was one of tho ablest members of the 
the bar of California. He was a pre 
emptor and state land agent and author 
of tho ablest work on tho land laws of the 
United States. His son, Col. J. A. Za- 
briflkio, United .States district attorney 
in Arizona, came from Tucson upon a 
telegram announcing his first illness, and 
was with him till his death.

EASTERN STATES. 

Chicago, July 10.— The Times says 
editorially this morning: The sand- 
lot lunatic has painted the character 
of other lunatics who refused to ad- 
mit him to their recent assembly in 
Chicago in uncommonly strong und 
high colored adjectives. Warming 
with his theme he encompassed the 
whole assembly by a strong corral 1 of 
sand lot adjectives, styling them sev- 
erally "screeching, scabby, scrubby, 
politicians, blackguards, blatherskites 
and scalawags, free trade, free rum, 
free love, hatchet-faced cranks and 
private menagerie dudes who know 
as much about the labor question us a 
hen knows abont heaven. It has been 
said already that the exclusion of him 
was a mistake, because he hail partici- 
pated in the proceedings. The plat- 
form of anti-monopoly would probably 
have contained one or two additional 
propositions of idiocy or of lunacy, 
which were strangely omitted. - The 
sand lot orator corroborated this opin- 
ion by proposing to his admirers at 
the close of his Sunday harangue a 
resolution declaring in favor of reg- 
ulating rates of transportation, te'eg- 
raph, water, gas and all the other cor- 
porate enterprises upon the basis of la- 
bor interest, meaning that they should 
exact from all who employ their kit 
vices higher possible rates in order 
that their employes might get 
the highest possible wages. 

Omaha, .July 0.- On Sunday May 
27th, the dead body of Irwin ,) . J. 
Seiners was found in a stable yard ir. 
the rear of Mrs. Mary P. Brown's res 
idence at Kearney. A bullet hole was 
found in Sonier's left temple. Homers 
hail been living with Mrs. Brown. A j 
fence board had been knocked down [ 
between her house and the stable yard I 
and the indications were that Souiers ' 
had been tirst killed on Mrs. Brown's 
premises and drugged through the 
fence. Mrs. Brown was arrested on 
statements obtained from her boy, 14 
years old, to whom she had told on 
the night of the murder that some one 
had killed Somers as he lay in bed. 
The boy helped her dress Somers and 
drag him to the adjoining yard. The 
boy also said Somers did not die im 
mediately, but his mother placed a \ 
pillow over his head and smothered ! 
his remaining life out. Mrs. Brown! 
was arrested and confessed that Som- j 
erscame home drunk ami as they were 
about to get into bed, quarreled with 
her and pointed a rovolver at her. .She j 
caught it and pushed it away. The ■ 
revolver went off accidentally and 
struck him. She called her son Harry, 
who wanted to inform the police, but 
she would not let him do so. They 
then waited until Somers died, an hour 
and a half after the shooting. Mrs. 
Brown said she put the clothes over his 
head to prevent his groan's from being 
heard by passers by. After death they | 
dressed the body and carried it to the j 
place where found. The bedclothing 
which was blood-stained, was then I 
burned, and Harry hid the pistol. 
His mother instructed him what to ' 
say in case he was called on to testify, 
which was in effect that Somers had i 
StioO on Saturday night and that a 
strange man called him out to talk a- 
bout selling him a farm and that he 
was not soon dead till the following 
morning; that Somers had sold his re 
volver some time before. Mrs. Brown 
was indicted for murder and the trial 
occupied all last week at Kearney, 
nearly everybody expecting that she 
would be found guilty of murder in 
the first degree. The jnry went out 
on Saturday evening and returned to 
day a verdict of manslaughter. Judge 
Savidge sentenced her to '.en years' 
imprisonment at hard labor. 

Helena, Ark., July 9. — This afternoon 
VV. R. Burke, editor of the World, was 
attacked by VV. J. Lewis, a newspaper, 
correspondent. Lewis fired first without 
effect, when Burko drew his pistol and I 
began firing advancing upon Lewis, who | 
fired four shots and Burko three, one of 
which passed through Lewis' right arm j 
and lodged in his right bieast.

At the close of their drunken debauch, in 
which the girl participated, the white 
man and girl and negro crawled close to 
the smouldering coal pit and went to 
sleep in the embers. At night the girl | 
roused the camp with lood shrieks. She 
was enveloped in (lames and when the i 
lire was extinguished her body was 
burned to a crisp from head to foot, but 
she had not inhaled the flames. It is be- 
lieved that the men poured coal oil on the i 
girl and tired her clothing. Life still re j 
maining they assisted her to a hole in the ] 
ground near by. There she was kept j 
without food or medical attendance a day | 
and two nights. Finally the overseer for 
the poor for the township removed her to 
another hole. There she was again with 
roasted frame subjected to cold air with- 
out treatment. Then she was brought to 
the poorhounc at Short's Landing, but 
was refused admittance. She prayed for 
death, but was dragged back to the woods 
and again left all night without care in a 
rootless cabin called the nigger hole. 'I hen 
she was a mass of corruption, but she did 
not die. She was thrown into a wagon 
on some straw and was brought here. 
The awful story was detailed to the may 
or of this place. Ho said the stouch 
from her poor tortured frame was sicken- 
ing, yet she would rr.ake no complaint 
against these men. They are, however, 
in tho hands of the authorities and a 
rigid investigation will bo made at once.

They have 
reached Puerto Cabello, Valencia, and 
inland districts in the same longitude, in 
one night. All vegetation in tho neigh- 
borhood was mown down and destroyed, 
and it was feared thoy will soon roach 
the fertile valley of the Daracaras river.

CHINESE CROSSING THE LINE 

To bo Drivou Pack into British Co- 
lumbia. 

A Chilliwhack dispatch says: Much in- 
terest is felt here in a rocent capture, of 
nine Chinamen from British Columbia, at 
Port Angeles and Dungenoss by the cus- 
toms authorities, assisted by Tom Strat- 
ton at Port Angeles and Frank Clapp at 
Now DungenoHs: A trial was held yes- 
terday before justice Van Rokkelen, who 
remanded the prisoners to the custody of 
the collector, to be returned to British 
Columbia. Collector Bash has telegraph- 
ed to the president through the secretary 
of tho treasury, asking fur an order to re- 
turn these Chinamen ; also to know what 
fund is available for expenses. The 
answer is awaited with interest, as this 
opens up tho question in a new aspect. 
The customs force here is very efficient, 
but totally inadequate in number to suc- 
cessfully guard so great an extent of boun- 
dary line. It is estimated that '2000 Chi- 
nese in British Columbia are trying to 
get across the line, and that many more 
will be, when the railroad contracts are 
completed. Captain Butler, mate uf tho 
tug Holyoke, reports sighting a schooner 
a few days ago between Sooke, B. C, and 
Cape Flattery, with her decks covered 
with Chinese, supposed to be making for 
i he American shore. 



Naval, 

!! M. S. Pocket has arrived at Dover, 
England, from Esquimalt. At Dover she 
was detained, it being deemed unsafe to 
get up steam. She was afterwards towed 
to Sheerness, where the crew were to be 
paid off. 

The British man-of-war Heroine ar- 
rived at Wilmington July 0th from Iqui- 
que, Peru. The object of her visit is to 
make a thorough examination of the con- 
dition and capabilities of Wilmington har- 
bor, the importance of shipping there bo- 
ing such that tho British government 
desires full information on the subject.

The 
death is announced at Ridgetown, Out ., 
of Mrs. Marsh at tho advanced age of 104 
years. Tho deceasd lady wits the grand- 
mother of I). VV. Gordon, Esq. , member 
for Vancouver district in the house of 
commons. While on his return from Ot- 
tawa Mr. Gordon visited his deceased 
relative, and three days afterward she 
passed to her rest after a long and well 
HDent life. Mrs. Marsh died on her 
104th birthday. 

For New Wesminstrk. — Yesterday at 
1 o'clock the steamer Princess Louise 
sailed for New Westminster, temporarily 
taking tho place of the steamor P. P.

Chlld-Slavoa for Infamous Purponos. 



This vessel having been released from 
quarantine came alongside Turner, Bee- 
ton it Go's wharf yesterday morning and 
rid herself of the cause of all hor misfor- 
tune by immediately landing the remain- 
der of her Chinese passengers shipped at 
Hongkong. Cant. Bradley states that the 
vessel loft Hongkong on the Kith March 
last, and that all wont well until April 
4th, when the first case of Brnallpox devel- 
oped itself, followed on the 7th of the 
same month by a second. tin April 10th 
the Madras arrived at Honolulu and an- 
chored outside the harbor. Capt, Brad- 
ley immediately dispatched a letter to 
the port physician and president of tin- 
board of health, announcing the condi- 
tion of the vessel; and in reply received 
on tho evening of the 10th April an order 
to leave without landing any passengers 
whatever; but stating that the vessel 
would be supplied with all provisions and 
coal that were needed. The captain 
answered that a number of his passengers 
were legally consigned to Honolulu, and 
insisted on their reception. In the mean- 
time the steamer still lay at anchor, the 
captain visiting the harbor daily in his 
gig, and personally communicating with 
the authorities. He was also allowed t > 
forward fumigated letters and dispatches 
to Europe and China, and to receive 
answers thereto. After laying outside GO 
days, H. M. Commissioner and the vice 
consul decided to allow the Chinese to be 
lauded on the quarantine station. There 
were at this time IK eases in various 
biases of the disease, four of whom were 
very seriously affeetud. On April 21st a 
Chinaman who had been the third to take 
the infection died, ami his body and be 
longings were thrown overboard. The 
last of the sick Chinamen was lauded at 
Honolulu, June 9th, after which the Ma 
dins steamed some distance out In sea and 
threw all the ship's passenger fittings over 
board. She left Honolulu lor Victoria 
dune loth, with two convalescent China- 
mull on board, and since done 9th no 
other cases have developed themselves. 
The Chinamen who were landed ai the 
wharf yesterday morning pre sentod a 
very sorry appearance, many ul them ex 
pertencing great difliculty m walking, 
while others were entirely unable to do 
so, and were carried ashore. They were 
indeed, in the worst sense of the term, 
"unniUed immigrants," and showed an 
uncontrollable disposition to "settle on 
the wharf in confused heaps. They were 
all suffering from an oriental disease 
brought on by contamination of the blood 
arising mainly from an almost exclusive 
consumption of decomposed vegetable 
food, consisting of turnips, cabbage, bam- 
boo shoots, etc., furnished by thoir Chi- 
nese purchasers. The disease first mani- 
fests itself in the feet, where pain is felt, 
and command is lost over the ankles. 
The knees next become affected, then the 
bowels more severely ; the mouth festers, 
tho symptoms of blood poisoning sot in 
and the patient succumbs in a fow days. 
Many similar cases have shown them- 
selves among tho coolioa on tho railway, 
and invariably proved fatal, as no cure is 
known for this affection. Those of the 
Chinamen yesterday who were able stag- 
gered off to tho already overfilled Chinese 
tonomonts, while others were packet! 
away on their comrade's backs. .Six Chi- 
nese females, threo of them children from 
ton to thirtoen years of ago, under the 
charge of an old procuress, were led away 
by one Sing Loo, wdio intends to ship 
them ovor the Sound as the wives of Chi 
minion already there. This is an effectual 
and easy way to baffle the law, and en 
able8 the Chinese to send into American 
territory as many female slaves as they 
think tit. Tho Madras will probably go 
to Seattle and Portland, though her 
movements aro not yet certain. The 
captain says that the two coolies who 
wore sent to the pest-house on tho reserv- 
ation were tho two first on whom the 
dread disease small pox first appeared. 
One of these men is dead and the other 
is nearly well. 

Ho 'Will Smoko no More. 

A fow days ago a Pavilion Mountain 
farmer while driving a wagon laden with 
hay and other produce along tho Bona 
parte rivor, placed his pipe while lighted 
in his pocket of his coat. Presently the 
smell of something burning assailed his 
olfactories and he perceived smoke and 
llamo issuing from beneath a tarpaulin 
that covered the load. He leaped from 
his seat and discovered that his coat was 
afire as well as the wagon. Ho succeed- 
ed in saving the horses and the running 
gear of the wagon and his coat. All else 
was consumed. The tire from the pipe 
had burned through his coat pocket, then 
through t he tarpaulin and finally ignited 
the hay. When all was over and the 
farmer stood gazing on the smoking ruin.", 
he suddenly seized his pipe -a line meer- 
schaum — and threw it as far as he could 
across the Bonaparte, exclaiming, "I'll 
smoke no more!" A young farmer of 
Honaparte now goes courting every Sun 
day evening with a lino meerschaum pipe 
in his mouth. He is the envy of all the 
rustic beaux'

BE IT ENACTED BY THE MAYOR 
and Council of the Corporation of 
tho City of Victoria: — 

1. It shall be lawful for the Mayor and 
Council, from time to tiuio when by theui 
deemed necessary, to appoint an Inspec- 
tor of Buildings, at such salary as the 
Municipal Council shall think proper. 

'2. The duties of atich Inspector shall 
be to oversee the erection of all buildings 
hereafter to bo erected, built, enlarged, 
altered, or re-erected within the City of 
Victoria, and to enforce tho provisions 
of this Bylaw. 

3. To examine, by virtue of his ofliee, 
or whenever lie may be so directed by the 
Mayor and Council, or by a Police Ma- 
gistrate, or by any Justice of the Peace 
of the said City, all chimneys, fireplaces, 
hearths, ovens, boilers, furnaces, stoves, 
stcampipes, stovepipes, funnels, llues and 
all [daces where fires are inaile or kept, 
or where ashes are kept; and also to ex- 
amine all buildings or other premises 
where gunpowder, coal oil, hay, straw or 
other inflammable substances aro kept, 
or where any trade which is considered 
by the Inspector of Buildings dangerous 
us causing or increasing tho liability of 
fire is carried on, and to report thereon, 
ami if necessary, to notify the owner, 
lessee, occupier or party using the building 
of any defect or objection thereto, . r to 
the construction thereof, in any such 
stovepipe, chimney, fireplace or ashpit, 
and to direct the repair, alteration or 
discontinuance thereof us may be consid- 
ered requisite. 

4. If any owner, lessee, occupier or 
party using a building where any chim- 
ney, tire place, hearth, oven, boiler, fur- 
nace, stove, steam pipe, funnel, due or 
place for keeping ashes, or any other 
place which is deemed to be dangerous, 
neglects to discontinue the use of, or to 
alter, repair, or remove the same in ac- 
cordance with the notice in that behalf 
and issued by the inspector jf buildings 
or under the authority of a resolution of 
the Municipal Council of tho said city of 
Victoria and signed by the said Inspector, 
or by one of the Fire Wardens, ho or they 
shall be liable to a penalty not exceeding 
ten dollars a day for each and every day 
that default shall be made in not comply- 
ing with tho sitid notice in addition to all 
.■titer penalties imposed by this By-Lltw. 

5. Until otherwise ordered bythesaid 
Municipal Council the City Surveyor shall 
perform the duties prescribed by this 
By Law, to be performed by the Inspect- 
or of Buildings. 

ti. In all cases .if building or rebuild- 
ing any house, warehouse, or other build- 
ing when on the line of any public street 
or within seven feet thereof, there shall 
be erected by the builder a board fence 
of not less than six feet in height to en- 
close not more than half of the width of 
the sidewalk in front of such building 
and outside of such fence a planked path- 

■ way shall be laid by such builder at least 
! four feet wide, for the convenience of 

the public, or it shall be lawful for him 
instead of erecting such fence and path- 
j way to plank over the whole of the scaf- 
fold tit the height of the first floor above 
I the ground floor of such building, and to 
enclose such scaffold at tho same height 
| at least eighteen inches all round above 
the level of the plunked lloor above said, 
the sidwalka of the street being left free 
for public uao. 

7. No person ahull place any lumber, 
stone, chips, shavings, rubbish, or any 
building material whatever, on any side- 
walk, except within tho aforesaid fence, 
and when buildings ore being erected on 
I any street no person shall be allowed to 
1 occupy more than one-third in width of 
j Ihe roadway with any such building ma- 
i terial Bona to obstruct the freu passage of 
j the water in tho drains, gutters or water 
j courses, and noperHon shall suffer or per- 
mit, any such building material to remain 
I <m l lio street any longer than ia neces- 
sary for the erection of the building for 
which such material m designed; and on 
| the completion of the external walls mid 
roof of any sucii building, and of such 
I completion the Inspector of buildings 
shall be sole judge, tho contractor or 
j owner thereof shall within throe days 
i thereafter entirely remove all materials 
j front the street, and cause the street to 
j bo cleaned from all such building inate- 
! rial and left in good repair. 

CHIMNEY STACKS. 

All Chimney Stacks shall be carried to 
' a height of not less than four feet above 
the walls, Ridged Deck of any Roof ex- 
cept in cases where Ihe Ridge or Deck of 
any Roof exceed the height of six feet 
| above the base of such Chimney, then 
the height shall be determined by the 
1 Bnid inspector, and where a Chimney 
Stack is used to carry away smoke or nox- 
ious vapors from any manufactory, the 
said Stack shall be carried to such a 
I height us to effectually clear the sur 
I roil ii ding buildings to tho satisfaction of 
the said Inspector of Buildings. .All 
Stacks shall be built of Stone, Brick or 
Iron and in the most substantial manner. 

HoiLKItH AND OVENS. 
9. No timber shall bo laid within two 
feet of ihe inside of any Oven, Copper, 
, Still, Boiler or Furnace, nor within nine 
I inches of the opening of any chimney, nor 
within seven inches of any metal Hue, nor 
within four and a half inches of any brick 
line, unless the wood is properly protect- 
ed to the satisfaction of the Building /in- 
spector. 

NTEA1I PIPFS AND t'I'NN'KI.S. 

No pipe or funnel for conveying steam 
I shall be lixed nejct any public street or 

■ highway or on the front of any buildings, 
i nor shall any funnel, pipe or flue for ooll- 
1 voying lire or smoke be lixed on the in- 
; side of any building nearer than twelve 
: inches to the face of any timber, nor 

shall any such funnel, pipe or flue pass 
I through any timber, framing or partition 
: of wood, or wood und lime, or through 
any wooden floor, in any house, outhouse, 
fence or building whatever, within the 
. said City, unless there shall bo a space of 
i at least sit inches clear between the suit! 
! funnel, pipe or fluo and such framing, 
1 partition or floor, and the same pass 
j through a chimney of atone or bricks and 
j mortar, or be encased by a rim 0/ solid 
! stone or thick metal not less than three

! 11. No occupant of any house or build- 
I ing within the said City shall permit any 
I pipe- hole not in use in any chimney in 
such house or building to remain open;

13. -No person shall place or keep any 
ashes In any wooden box, or within threo 
feet of any wooden floor or partition, or 
in any outhouse or shod, unlets properly 
protected; and no person shall itore |or

permit to bo stored any combustible ma- 
terial in any yard within one hundred 
feet of any building unless the same is 
properly covered and protected from lire, 
and of tho sufficiency of such protection 
the Inspector of Buildings shall bo sole 
judge. 

13. No person shall sot up, erect, or 
construct, or build, or use, work, or cause 
or procure to bo set up, erected; cbu- 
structed, built or worked, any steam en- 
gine except under the terms of this by- 
law. 

14. No person shall establish, set up, 
carry on or continue within the said City 
any tannery, follmongery or place for 
boiling soap, making or running candles, 
or for the melting of tallow, or any man- 
ufacture of varnish, fireworks, or any 
coal oil refinery, or any other factory 
which from its nature or the material 
used therein shall bo dangorous, in caus- 
ing or promoting tires, unloss and until 
he shall have obtained a certificate of 
compliance with tho general regulations 
hereby prescribed or to bo prescribed by 
any bylaw of the Corporation. 

I S FLA M MABLE St! DSTA NOES, 

15 No larger quantity than 80 gallons 
of coal oil or any oils of a similar char- 
acter in wooden casks, nor more than 300 
gallons if in tin, metal, atone or earthen- 
ware, nor a largor quantity than "0 gal- 
lons of crude oil, burning fluid, naptha, 
benzole, benzine or other similar combus- 
tible and dangerous material shall be 
kept in any wooden building within tho 
city limits, nor a largor quantity than 160 
gallons of coal oil, or other such oils in 
wooden casks, or 750 gallons in tin, metal, 
stone or earthenware, nor any larger 
quantity than SO gallons of crude oil, 
burning fluid, naptha, benzole, benzine 
or other similar combustible or danger- 
ous material shall be kept in any brick 
building within tho city limits unless tho 
same shall be kept in a cellar properly ven- 
tilated aud without a lloor or one of 
brick, stone, cement, or other incombus- 
tible material, then 300 gallons of coal 
oil or other such oils in wooden casks or 
1000 gallons if in tin, stone or earthen- 
ware may be kept, nor shall any of ihe 
fluids before mentioned be permitted to 
flow into any drain or sewer of the said 
city. 

1(5. Notwithstanding any thing in tho 
preceding section contained, when tire 
proof buildings are so constructed its to 
insure at all times a thorough ventilation 
thereof and are used exclusively for tho 
purpose of keeping or storing coal oil, 
burning fluid, crude oil, naptha, benzoin 
or other similar combustible or danger- 
ous materials are isolated or detached at 
least two hundred feet from all other 
buildings, then any of the said fluids may 
be kept and stored therein without limit 
as to quantity. 

17. No fire shall bo taken into lighted 
or used within the said last mentioned 
storage buildings either for heat, light or 
any other purpose whatever. 

18. Every person desiring to keep or 
store in the manner provided by tho loth 
section of this By-Law any of the fluids 
mentioned in tho said 10th section, shall 
make a written application to the Mayor 
and Council for permission so to do, and 
shall state in such application the store, 
house, shop, building or placo in which 
he desires to k eep or store the said 
fluids, or any of them, and it shall be thu 
duty of tho said inspector to examine tho 
premises of tho applicant and to report to 
the said Mayor and Council theroon, and 
upon every such report tho said Mayor or 
Council shall either grant or refuse per- 
mission. 

10. When any building or buildings 
within the city limits shall bo doomod by 
the City Inspector to be unsafe from any 
cause, tho owner, lesseo, contractor or 
agent shall be notified at once to make 
the same safe and secure, and every per- 
son so notified who fails within twenty- 
four hours (or such time as shall be ex- 
pressed in the notico; to comply with such 
notice, shall be subjoct to all the penal- 
ties of this By-Law. 

KIRK LIMITS. 

20. The Mayor and Council may from 
time to time by resolution very tho exist- 
ing Firo Limits. 

No building shall bo erected or 
placed on old or new foundations or on 
foundations partly old and partly new 
within tho tiro limits unloss the same 
shall bo built with main walls of concrets, 
stone, bricK, iron or other stiitablo ma- 
terials and the external walls of any 
brick building must bo of not less than 
Ihe following dimensions : 

O.S'K-STOKY UUILDINOS. 

Outside walls shall not be less than one 
brick or 8J inches thick, or more than 14 
feet in height, or more than 50 feet in 
longth unions strengthened by cross par- 
titions or other means approved by tho 
Inspector of buildings. 

One and a half brick or 1 2 A inch thick 
walls shall not exceed 10 feet in height 
nor 70 feet in length unless Btrongtheiu-d 
by cross partitions or other means ap- 
proved by tho Inspector of buildings.

Outside walls, ground floor wall, to be 
not less than one and a half brick or \'2\

must be mcroasod in thickness 4i inches. 

Foundations to Brick or Stone Duild- 
infis not having Basements aro to bo not 
less than 18 inchea in the solid ground 
below the floor level, and to be not leas 
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than 4A inches thicker than tho walls un- 
der which they aro built, and aro to be of 
Brick, .Stone or other suitable material. 
I 1 ltOOi' COVKKlHOS. 

Roof coverings shall be of slate, tin, 
iron or, other incombustible materials. 

PUHXIU UUILDINUS. 

22. All Doors in Theatres, Music Halls, 
Hotels, Churches and other buildings 
used for the assembly of large bodies 
of persons, must open outwards, and am- 
ple provision be made for tho rapid 
emptyings of tho said buildings. 

23. No wooden buildings within the 
said lire limits shall be removed, except 
to a portion of the same lot on which it. 
stands, or to a point outsido of fire 
limits, and then only with the writteii 
permission of the Mayor and Council and 
subject to such conditions and stipula - 
tions us may be thought advisable, and 
no wooden building within the said limit 
shall be alto red or changed without the writ- 
ten permission of the Inspector of buildings 
approved by a majority of Fire Wardens, 
which permit shall specify fully tho alter- 
ations required, and no such permit shall 
he given if any increase will be made by 
tho proposed change or alteration in tho 
size of tho wooden building within the 
eaid limits, or if such repairs incroaso the 
value of such building more than twenty- 
five per cent, the application therefore 
and a copy of each of such permits shall 
be kept in the ofliee of thu City Clerk. 

I-AItTV WALLS, AHCIIKS, CIH.MNKYS. 

24. All party walls shall be built be- 
tween house and house, except in such 
parts whore each house has independent 
walls. Party walls not being of sulli 
ciont thickness shall be taken down when 
one or more of the adjoining houses re- 
quires to be rebuilt. External walls 
shall not become party walls unless the 
same shall have been previously erected 
in accordance with the provisions of the 
By-Law. The brickwork in all party 
walls and external walls shall be proper- 
ly bonded, or anchored in every case. 

25. No timber shall at any time here 
after bo laid into any party wall or arch, 
except for bond to the saint', nor into any 
party wall other than such templets, 
chains and bond-timbers as shall be ne- 
cessary for the same, and other than the 
ends of girders, beams, binding or hrun 
ming joists, or other principal timbers; 
all of which timbers shall have at least 
four inches and a-half of solid brickwork 
between tho ends and sides thereof, and 
the timber of any building adjoining 
thereto, and the ends of every girder, 
beam, purlino, binding or trimming 
joists, and every piece of principal tim- 
ber may bo laid beyond the centre of any 
party wall, providing that there be left 
four inches and it-half of solitl brick or 
stonework at the end of every such piece 
uf timber, except 111 places where any 
parts of the ends of any such timber 
shall be opposite to and level with any 
part ef the ends of any limber of any ad 
joining building, in which case in. part of 
such timber shall approach nearer than 
two inches to the centre of the said party 
wall. 

UKKAST St MM Kit*. 

20. Breast-summers in all cases shall 
bo carried on brick or stone walls, or 
piers, or on cast iron columns seated mi 
atone, and shall in no case be carried ■ • 1 1 
story posts or other timber supports; and 
when the ends of any breast-summers 
shall approach the centre line of any 
party wall nearer than four inches and 
a-half, such ends shall be encased and 
entirely surrounded in cast iron shoos. 

CHIMNEYS AMD HKAKTUS. 

27. All Chimneys back to back on 
party walls shall be in the chimney backs 
at the least one brick or inches in 
thickness. Chimney backs in party walls 
not being back to back with any other 
chimney shall bo at least Si inches clear 
from the party line; the thickness above 
specified to be continued to a height of 
at leastS inches above the mantel in every 
cjiso. All flues built in internal, external 
or party walls shall be surrounded by 
brickwork not leas than 4 inches in thick- 
ness. 

28. Chiinnoy Hearths shall in all cases 
bo laid wholly on brick or stone in ce- 
ment, unless the same be in a collar or 
bosomout story and be laid and bedded 
in solid earth, and every chimney shall 
have a slab or slabs or foot pieces before 
the same of stone, bricks, marble, iron or 
cement at least one foot four inches broad 
and extending at least six inches beyond 
each end of every fireplace opening. 

29. Hay or Straw shall not be permit- 
ted to bo stored or kept for sale in build- 
ings within the city limits unless the 
samo shall be properly secured from dan- 
gor by firo to the satisfaction of tho In- 
spector of Buildings and tho Firo War- 
dons, and if any building used for the 
storage of hay or straw shall be doomed 
dangerous by the said Inspector or Firo 
Wardens the parties using the same shall 
be notified to discontinue the use thereof 
or to have said buildings made secure, 
and for every day so using the said build- 
ings, or permitting them to be used after 
the expiration of such notice, they shall 
be liable for the full penalty mentioned 
in this Bylaw. 

30. The line of wall of any building 
fronting on any street, alley, lane or pub- 
lic highway within the limits of the City 
of Victoria, shall be parallel with the 
contro line of suoh street, alley, lane or 
public highway as laid down on the offi- 
cial map of the said city, ami no building, 
or part of any building shall project or 
encroach on any such street, alley, lane 
or public highway .
